Few towns can boast an experience 
quite so unique as that which made 
Tuesday, November 9th, a day which 
will not be soon forgotten by the 
people of Gleichen. Hither opening 
the new agricultural school or un- 
veiling so worthy a tribute of honor 
to our soldiers would have brought 
the community together. ‘Therefore, 
the large attendance and splendid en- 
thusiasm was most natural when 
both events were staged on the same 
day. 

At 2 p.m. the firing party of twelve 
veterans in charge of Frank Scott, 
R.S.M., formed up in front of the 
G.W.V.A. hall. Brig.-Gen. A. H. Bell 
and Col. Pearkes, accompanied the 
party, which marched with arms re- 
versed from the hall to the memorial, 
where it was drawn up, six on either 
side. 

The front of the memorial 
covered with a large Union Jack, 
while either side was draped with a 
Canadian Ensign. 

The local ministers, Rev. Canon 
Stocken, Rev. Father Siminon, and 
Rev. R. M. Matheson took part In the 
dedication ceremony. The dedicatory 
prayer was offered by Canon Stocken, 
after which the names of 61 soldier 
citizens who paid the supreme sacri- 
fice were read by Mr. Matheson. Gen. 

a Bell, in a brief but most appropriate 
speecn, emphiusized the significance of 
the occasiou and the fitting way in 
which this handsome memorial ex- 
pressed the gratitude of the people to 
those men and women who served 
and sacrificed to sustain a great cause. 

A gentle pull on the cord and the 
flags gracefully slipped to the ground, 
yevealing our rugged and handsome 
memorial. The firing party pre- 
agnted arms, then saluted with five 

rounds fired across the top of the 

memorial. The Last Post was 
sounded by two drummers and two 
buglers of Strathcona Horse, Calgary, 
and the impressive ceremony was 
over, In a few minutes the proces- 
gion, led by the local R.C.M.P. and the 

Veterans and bugle band, started for 

the agricultural school, which was 
formally opened by Hon. Duncan 

Marshall, Minister of Agriculture. 
Just rere it may not be out of place 

to record a few notes gleaned from the 
speeches about the memorial. It 
presents a rugged appearance, built of 
rough- hewn granite to harmonize 
with the pioneer days of the country 
and the spirit of the men it stands 
to honor. That the names of the 
battles in which Canadians bore a 
’ conspicuous share might stand in 
bolder relief they are cut deep mto 
the only smooth surface on the whole 
shaft.

PAIR OF BOOTEES YOU 


CAN MAKE FOR BABY’S 
CHRISTMAS PRESENT 


The materials - required are: 
One skein of three-ply Saxony 
vere and two steel needles, size 
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without increasing, then decrease 
| st by knitting the 2d and 3d sts 
together, repeat on each row until 
24 sts are left. This forms the 
sole of bootee. At one end cast 
on 9 sts for the heel and at other 
end increase | st at 2d st of each 
row for 7 ridges or until there are 
40 sts on the needles, (Knit 1 
row, bind off 20 sts. On remain- 
ing 20 sts knit 6 ridges (12 rows), 
then cast on 20 sts toward the 
heel. Now decrease | st at the 
beginning of each row until 33 sts 
remain on the needles. Sew up 
the bootee at sides, heel and toe 
on wrong side with over and over 
stitch. 

| For ankle strap: Cast on 48 sts 
/and knit 4 rows (2 ridges), turn; 
‘knit 2 sts, bind off 2 sts, knit 
across, turn. Knit to where the 
stitches were bound off, cast on 2 
sts, knit the last 2 sts, knit 2 more 
| ridges and bind off. Finish the 
| front with a small pompon. 


Instructions For Knitting 


M means make. 

K means knit a plain stitch. 

S means slip a _ stitch on the 
needle without knitting it. 

P means purl; insert the hook 
\from the back through the top 
portion of the stitch and hook the 
thread through from the front, 
' passing it through the loop on the 
needle at the same time. 

O fneans over; put the thread 

forward and over the needle to

Moatreal Citizens Bonefit 
By Price Reductions 


A cut-price campaign has hit 
Montreal. All over the city there 
is a whirlwind of price reductions. 
It is not confined to any particu- 
lar commodity, but every article 
is marked down from the former 
high prices. The cut in many 
cases runs from 30 to 50 per 
cent. Shop windows contain dis- 
play advertisements announcing 
the fact, and some of the mer- 
chants are advertising in the pap- 
ers giving details of their drop 
in prices. 

An examination of the goods 
thus advertised shows that the 
“cut price campaign” is on in 
earnest. Suits of clothes, boots 
and shoes, and stoves and furni- 
ture are all down in price. e 
cut price campaign has also ex- 
tended to sugar, butter, eggs, 
soap and general groceries. In 
some stores white sugar is now 
being offered at 15 3-4 cents per 
pound, brown sugar at 15 cents, 
good butter at 54 cents a pound. 
Some brands of soaps have drop- 
ped 3 cents and 4 cents a bar, 
and other reductions are contem- 
plated.

It is much better to knit 
loose so as to make a soft w 
cloth, Cast on 56 stitches, *knit 
4 and purl 4, repeat from* across. 
Repeat the first row eight times. 

9th Row—*Purl 4, knit 4, re- 
peat from* across. Repeat 9th 
row eight times. 

Continue these blocks until the 
wash cloth is square. 

Crochet edge around, start in 
corner with dc, skip 3 sts, 6 tc in 
same st, skip 3 sts, | dc, skip 3, 
6 tc in same st, repeat all around. 
At the last corner sc to top of first 
cluster of 6tc, ch 10. Take 
needle out of work, and insert in 
top of next cluster. Catch ch and 
fill with 14 dc, fasten thread and 
break.

Given Life Sentence

Germany Delivers Bonds to Allies 

Germany has delivered to the repar- 
ation commission bonds to the amount 
of 60,000,000,000 gold marks, the 
value of which is approximately 
£3,000,000,000 at the present rate of 
exchange, This announcement was 
made in the House of Commons by 
Austen Chamberlain, chancellor of the 
exchequer. The delivery of the bonds 
is in accordance with the requirements 
of the peace treaty, and the commis- 
sion proposes to hold them as security 
for and in acknowledgement of Ger- 
many’s debt. 


Farmers Take to Bookkeeping 

The fact that twenty thousand far- 
mers’ account books have been sup- 
plied to Canadian agriculturists by the 
Commission of Conservation for the 
purpose of keeping records of farm 
accounts, indicates that the farmers of 
Canada are taking to bookkeeping. 


Immigrants Pouring Into Canada 

Now that conditions are on the way 
to normal, the flow of immigration has 
started in quite heavily again. It is 
expected that by the end of the present 
fiscal year the influx will approximate 
200,000. The immigrants are from 
various sources, but largely from Brit- 
ain and the United States. The re- 
strictions which prevail endeavor to 
keep out continentals and also limits 
the number coming from any source. 
There are few but farmers, farm lab- 
jorere and domestics who are allowed 
in, as industrial conditions are rather 
{unstable and an increased floating 
population in the cities is not to be 
| encouraged. 


Plenty of Fuel 


Officials of the Railway Cemmission 
who are handling fuel control and dis- 
tribution are, not apprehensive as to 
supplies if thd early winter weather 
proves reasonally good. Production in 
the United States mines has been 
speeded up to a great extent and the 
gain in tonnage is being kept up. 

The American bituminous mines had 
ithe largest output of any October since 
the year of 1918, There is also a 
steady increase in the output of anthra- 
cite.

PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER- 
ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
\ WE ALL KNOW. 


SOME OF N. F. DAVIN’S CAMPAIGNS 


In the early ninetics there was nothing to anything except 
the Conservative party in Western Canada. Mr. Nicholas Flood 
Davin, who occupied the seat for the wide constituency of West- 
ern Assiniboia was secure in his citadel from any attacks from the 
Liberals. He was, by no means a servile supporter of the ad- 
ministration and his aggresive attitude on western matters had 
raised up some opposition to his own party. He was according- 
ly opposed in the general election of 1890 by Thomas Tweed of 
Medicine Hat, who was a Conservative, and the Liberals all 
supported Mr. Tweed. Mr. Davin won easily, although Mr. 
Tweed conducted a strong campaign. 

In 1896 conditions had changed, however, and there were 
indications of a Conservative landslide. The movement of the 
Patrons of Industry had become strong throughout the country 
and Davin was fighting for his political life. Thomas Tweed, 
hie erstwhile opponent was one of his strongest supporters. Mr. 
Tweed, while addressing a large joint meeting in the town hall 
at Regina, was twitted by one of the Opposition speakers with 
having opposed Mr. Davin some years previously and was asked 
why he was now supporting him. Mr. Tweed rose to the occa- 
sion and responded as follows: 2 

“During the piping times of peace, officers of an army may 


‘have their own differences and quarrels among themselves, but 


when the drums of the enemy are heard coming over the hills 
they close their ranks and stand shoulder to shouldér. Mr. Davin 
just saved the bacon with that election. The fight was very close 
between him and J. K. McInnis, and on a recount Judge Richard- 
son declared the result a tie. The Returning Officer, Mr. Dixie 
Wateon, gave his casting vote in favor of Mr. Davin, who was 
consequently declared ‘‘elected."’ 

Once in the House of Common on being twitted with his 
majority of one, Mr. Davin replied wittily: ‘‘l have been twitted 
with my majority of one, both in Parliament and on the hustings. 
I have been called the member for Dixie and various other things, 
but I can say with Mercutio who, when asked by his friends about 
the extent of the-mortal wound which he had just received: ‘‘It 
is not so deep as a well, nor so wide as a church doo, but it's 
enough, it will serve." 


A WESTERNER’S VISIT TO EUROPE 


Some time ago 2 well known Western Canadian decided to 
make a tour of Europe. This was before the war, and there were 
no restrictions as to travel. He visited Paris, which only slightly 
interested him.’ He made there a company of travel with an 
Englishman who took great delight in the company of the west- 
erner. They had visited Venice, and the Canadian had not been 
impressed the least in the world by the wonder of that ancient 
city. He had found fault with the architecture of the leaning 
tower of Pisa and displayed small interest in the wonderful art 
treasures of Milan. At-length they reached Rome and the morn- 
ing after their arvival there the Englishman said: ‘What are we 
going to see today?'’ Shall it be the»Coliseum or the Quirinal 
or the Vatican or the Appian Way? 

“Hell no!" said the westerner, ‘'I'm going down to see the ~ 
barn where they keep the Papal bulls, and if the stock looks all 
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right, I am going to buy me one to tone up my herd in the Qu’ Ap- 
pelle Valley.” 


LOCATING THE CAPITAL 
About 1987 there was a great deal of agitation on the part 
of the members of the old Territorial Legislature about the per- 
manent location of the capital. The western members, of course, 
were in favor of Calgary, the northern members favored Prince 
Albert—Saskatoon was then hardly more than a name—and 
poor Regina had only one or two advocates. y 


Regina, at that time. was not a very comforting piace to 
live in, There was no paving, and whenever it rained the streets 
were one mass of mud that resembled glue in its, adhesive quali- 
ties. In winter, it was bitterly cold and as the members of the 
Legislature had to walk about a mile across the open prairie to 
reach the scene of deliberation they were often exposed to the 
sweep of the blizzard. To make matters worse the only water 
availakle-was that drawn from wells, and it had a remarkable 
mineral constituent in it that acted upon those unaccustomed to 
it like a dose of physic, the consequence was that the visiting 
members of the legislaure were often in a somewhat wretched 
condition. One winter when conditions wete rather worse than 
usual a number of them headed ‘by Joseph Bannerman, who at 
that time, was a member for one of the Calgarys, started an agi- 
tation to move the capital to Calgary. He made a most vigor- ° 
ous speech in the House; he said, among other things, that Regina 
was only fit far frozen frogs in February; he said it wasn't fit for 
civilized beings; the water was bad and all the members were 
sick in consequence."’ He said, “I am sick now.” He wound up 
by saying that the only place under the blue floor of heaven for 
the capital of this great and growing country was the beautiful 
city of Calgary, within sight of the snowy peaks of the Rockies 
and situated by the banks of the Bow River. . 

Charles Boucher, the member for Batoche, at once rose in 
his place in the House. He aid he could not understand why 
Honorable members were suffering from the effects of Regina 
water, there was no occasion he said, in the city of Regina to get 
water at all, when Mrs. Arnold of the Lansdowne, and other 
hotel proprietors kept excellent whiskey in large barrels, ‘‘Look 
at me,” he said, ‘I am never sick, but then you see | never drink 
water.”

Looking Into the Future 


Early in the following ‘month 
Governor Morris found himself 
back in his office in Winnipeg 
writing his report. 

In perusing this report it is not 
dificult to detect, running 
through it all a vein of anxiety 
corncerning the future of the In- 
dians among whom he had pas- 
sed the summer months making 
treaties of peace and annuity and 
securing from them a surrender of 
their rights to the soil. 

He impressed upon the govern- 
ment the importance of adhering 
faithfully to the terms of the 
treaty with the Indians and of 
lending a helping hand to this 
helpless population. 

He pleaded for a judicious se- 
lection of agents and farm instruc- 
tors, carpenters and_ efficient

In the course of this series of 
articles | have frequently alluded 
to the work that was done by the 
N.W.M.P. in the Yukon territory. 
In the early days of the gold rush 
the officers of the force were 
practically the administrators of 
the region. They collected cus- 
toms duties, maintained law and 
order amongst a turbulent and 
lawless population, and their pat- 
tols penetrated to the arctic fast- 
nesses of the far north to bring 
relief to isolated human beings 
whose adventurous disposition 
and the vicissitudes incidental to 
the north had cut them off from 
¢ivilization and exposed them to 
the rigors of a cruel and savage 
climate. 


Splendid Men 


The members of the force se- 
lected for this latter duty were 
all splendid young men in the 
first flush of their manhood. In 
addition to being physically 


telligent and resourceful; and 
splendidly did they acquit them- 
selves. Running on snowshoes 
behind their dog trains, and de- 
pending upon their rifles for 
sustenance, they climbed moun- 
tain chains that ran across the 
roof of the world; penetrated 
-snow-encircled valleys that had 
never echoed to the sound of the 
‘human voice since time began; 
and successfully surmounted the 
ramparts which nature had erect- 
ed to guard her secrets of the 
north, 


There was many a hard jour- 
ney and many a bitter experience 
but generally the members of the 
Mounted Police, with their dog- 
ged determination, their magnifi- 
cent sense of duty, and their in- 
telligence and physical strength 
usually won through.

The Fitzgerald Tragedy 


There was one tragedy, how- 
ever, which, for heroic endeavor, 
even unto death, has never been 
equalled in the history of the 
whole wide west. 


In December, 1910, Inspector 
Fitzgerald left Fort McPherson, a 
remote and isolated post away far 
to the northward inside of the rim 
of the arctic circle on a patrol to 
Dawson. Fitzgerald's _ party, 
which carried mail, consisted of 
Constable Kinney, Constable Tay- 
lor and a former member of the 
force who was employed as 
guide and was supposed to know 
a short cut over the Divide to 
Dawson, 


Bad News 


News travels slowly across the 
lonely wastes of the north and it 
was not until the end of Febru- 
ary that Superintendent Snyder at 


‘Dawson City began to be anxi- 


ous. His anxiety was further in- 
creased..by the arrival of a party 
of Indians who reported that 
they had seen Inspector Fitzger- 
ald on New Year's Day at Moun- 
tain Creek, which was about 
twenty days’ travel from Dawson. 


Accordingly, he gave instruc- 
tions to Corporal Dempster, one 
of the best arctic travellers in the 
north, to prepare his famous dog 
train and go out on a search for 
the missing men. Corporal 
Dempster was accompanied by 
two policemen, named _respec- 
tively Fife and Turner and an In- 
dian named Charles Stewart. The 
three members of the North West 
Mounted Police had been mem- 
bers of the McPherson patrol of 
the previous year and all were 
experienced travellers. 


A Mid-winter Journey 


It was the most rigorous season 
of the year, midwinter. The land 
was gripped in the icy fingers of 
the frost king, and in these north- 
ern latitudes, there were only a 
few hours of daylight. Often the 
thermometer sank to from fifty 
to sixty degrees below zero and 
biting winds assailed the. travel- 
ers as they breasted each accliy- 
ity. The snow was of great depth 


REVELATIONS

in the valleys, and the journey 
presented almost incredible diffi- 
culties. On the 28th of February 
Corporal Dempster set out on his 
perilous expedition. For fourteen 
days the little party, 
snow shoes, penetrated steadily 
to the northward. On March 12, 
they struck the marks of an old 
toboggan trail on the Little Wind 
river, abut fifteen miles from its 
mouth, 


on their 


An Old Trail 


This trail was in the bed of the 
tiver but despite the fearful cold 
the river had flooded in places 
and obliterated it. Dempster was 
not able to judge whether.or not 
the marks in the snow had been 
made by Inspector Fitzgerald's 
party, but he decided to follow it. 
Continuing down the wind river 
he could see no further sign of 
the trail, but thinking perhaps he 
had made a mistake He left his 
party and crossed the divide into 
another valley. He spent some 
time alone searching for indica- 
tions of the missing men; after 
rejoining his party he pulled into 
some timber and made camp ani 


| came across traces of Fitzgerald's 


party. They had apparently 
camped in the same place some 
time previously. ere were 


some empty tins lying around and 
a piece of a flour sack marked 
R.N.M.P., Fort McPherson. With 
the first glimmers of daylight Cor- 
poral Dempster and his party 
picked up the faint outlines of an 
old trail and after about two 
hours’ travelling came across an- 
other camp. 


Bad Signs 


The runners of the north, when 
everything is going well, make 
long journeys between rests and 
Corporal Dempster at once came 
to the conclusion there was some- 
thing wrong when he found two 
camps so close together. Again 
they followed the dim: trail and 
further down the Wind River the 
wind had swept the snow from 
the ice leaving the ridged marks 
made by the toboggans, and the 
road was plain to see. 


Starvation 


On the morning of March 16 
the trail led to a little cabin 
where they found a toboggan and 
some sets of dog harness. There 
were also the paws and_ the 
shoulder of a dog from which the 
meat had been cut away by some 
human agency. It was plain to 
the readers of these signs that 
Fitzgerald and his men had been 
in great stress, and the relief 
pushed on in the hope of being 
in time to bring aid. The faint 
indications previously seen had 
been to the effect that Inspector 
Fitzgerald's party had been forc- 
ed to abandon their trip to Daw- 
son and hunger and cold was 
driving them back to Fort Mc- 
Pherson along the road by which 
they had come. The discovery 
in the cabin, however, was the 
first definite proof that this was 
actually the case and that they 
were starving. Nevertheless Cor- 

oral Dempster found it hard to 
Believe that anything had befallen‘ 
the party and that they were 
actually driven to eat their dogs 
because he found a little pile of 
Mdried up fish in the corner of the 
cabin, and he thought if they still 
had fish with them they would be 
able to make the return to Fort 
McPherson in safety. 


On March 20th, they arrived 
at a cabin about fifty-five miles 
from Fort McPherson. The cabin 
was bulit on a high bank, but 
there there was no indication of 
a sleigh trail leading up to it. 
They camped in the cabin at dark 
and on a beam in the roof they 
found a despatch bag and a bag 
of mail which had been carried 
by Fitzgerald. Still Dempster did 
not realize e tragedy. He 
thought Fitzgerald had been hard 

essed for food and in the hurry 
ack to safety had lightened his 


load. 
Hurrying to the Rescue 


Next morning Dempster again 
pushed on, driving his dogs as 
they had never been driven be- 
fore and he and his men main- 
taining the ceaseless run of the 
experienced _ arctic beveller, 
Every nerve and muscle was 
strained for were they not bring- 
‘ing relief to the famished and 
suffering! 


Fitzgerald's trail was plain 
from this on. Ten miles from the 
cabin they found a tent and stove 
alongside the trail; there was, 
however, no sign of human be- 
ings. With heads down to the 
bitter blast the dogged march was 
continued and after another ten 
miles had passed behind them 
they saw a Blue handkerchief tied 
to a willow. 


Frozen to Death 


The dog train was stopped, 
and casting off his snowshoes, 
Corporal Dempster climbed a 
high bank of the river and went 
through a fringe of willows into 
the stunted timber. He found 
there the remains of a small camp. 
There were the ashes of a fire and 
beside them were the frozen and 
emaciated bodies of Constable 
Kinney and Constable Taylor, the 
two regular members of Inspector 
Fitzgerald's party. Both men 
were lying side by side in sleep- 
ing bags. Constable Taylor had 
apparently shot himself for he 
still grasped in his hand a thirty- 
thirty rifle and the top of his head 
| was blown off. There had been 
ka fire at their feet and a camp 
kettle stood beside it stuffed 
with moose hide from which they 
had apparently been endeavoring 
to extract some nourishment. Be- 
neath the robe in which they lay 
wa sa gunney sack containing, 
among other things, Inspector 
Fitzgerald's diary which con- 
tained records that indicated 
some of the hardships which the 
patrol had endured. 


The Old Tragedy 


It was the old tragedy of the 
north. Nature, relentless, cruel 
and implacable, had won in the 
fight against pigmy humans. 

However, these men were 
dead. Perhaps Fitzgerald and 
Carter had left them in a forlorn 
attempt to reach Fort McPherson 
and bring help. They might be 
even yet alive. The bodies of the 
‘two dead constables were care- 
fully covered with brushwood 
and again Dempster, on his mis- 
sion of relief, took the trail be- 
hind his running dogs in an effort 
to avert the final and complete 
tragedy. 

Early the following morning a 
trail appeared to have gone to- 
wards a bank and kicking around 
in the snow to pick it up Demp- 
ster discovered a discarded snow- 
shoe. Up on the bank a little 
further on he came upon the 
bodies of Inspector Fitzgerald 
and Constable Carter. Carter had 
apparently died first and  Fitz- 
gerald, indomitable to the last, 


|had forced his faltering body to 
lee the tasks which decency re- 
q 


uired. Carter was lying on his 
back with his hands crossed over 
his breast and Fitzgerald's hand- 
kerchief ‘spread across his face. 
Inspector Fitzgerald was lying on 
his back on the place where the 
fire had been burning, with his 
left hand on his breast. e evi- 
dences were that the two dead 
men had been too weak to do 
anything towards making a camp 
except merely to light a fire. The 
bodies of all four men were in a 
terribly emaciated condition and 
the stomach of each was flattened 
almost to the backbone. They 
had all been frostbitten and the 
agonies they must have suffered 
were inconceivable. 

Inspector Fitzgerald's toes were 
frozen, and the feet of each mem- 
ber of the party were badly 
frozen. The bodies of Inspector 
Fitzgerald and Carter were rev- 
erently disposed beneath piles of 
brushwood and Dempster pro- 
ceeded to Fort McPherson which 
they reached the same_ evening 
and gave the police there the 
first nitimation of the tragedy. 


A Simple Burial

side in one wide grave. Demp- 
ster in his report says: 


“The funeral service was read 
by Rev. C. E. Whittaker, Church 
of England missionary at that 
point. A firing party of five men 
fired the usual volleys over the 
remains of our departed com- 
rades, and even though the fun- 
eral was held in the most north- 
ern part of the Empire, away in 
the arctic circle, hundreds of 
miles from civilization, | am glad 
to be able to assure you that 
everything was done in connec- 
tion with the last sad rites that 
could possibly be done under the 
circumstances, and I am sure that 
the relatives and friends of each 
deceased will be glad to know 
that it was possible to have 
Christian burial services read b 
an ordained minister of the gospe' 
over their loved ones.” 


A Record of Heroism 


Inspector F; itzgerald’ s diary in- 
dicated some of the hardships 
which eventually culminated in 
tragedy. It seems that he had 
depended upon Constable Carter 
as a guide for a new and more 


direct route to Dawson, but when: 


once in the wilderness Carter had 
become lost and much valuable 
time was wasted. The weather 
became very severe, food gave 
out and Fitzgerald decided that 
the only way to avert a death 
from starvation was to return to 


Fort McPherson. 


On January 21st, Fitzgerald |] 


and his party made the camp on 
the Wind River which was subse- 
quently found by Corporal Demp- 
ster. e party was then prac- 
tically out of food and they killed 
a dog and ate it. The following 
day, which was Sunday, the 
thermometer was fifty below zero 
the water had surged up through 
the ice on the river and going 
was very difficult. On Janua: 


24, two of the men broke throug 


the ice and one was immersed up 


ito his arm pits, frost bites ensued 


and conditions were very bad. 
Back to McPherson 


The party were now on the 
back trail to Fort McPherson and 
their only hope of safety was in 
reaching that place. All the men 
were suffering from frost bites 
and were so weak that they stag- 
gered when they tried to selct 
Eating dog meat had given them 
a form of scurvy and they were 
staggering on under almost intol- 
erable conditidns. 


The Last Word 


On Saturday, February 5, Fitz- 
gerald made his last entry in his 
diary. It read ‘‘Fine strong south 
east wind, left camp at 7.15 a.m., 
nooned one hour and camped 
about eight miles further down. 
Just after noon I broke through 
the ice and had to make fire; one 
foot frozen. Killed another dog

A Brave Man’s Will 


There were no more written 
chronicles, but in Inspector Fitz- 
gerald’s pocket was found his 
will written with a piece of char- 
red wood which read as follows: 
“All money in despatch bag and 
banks, clothes, etc., I leave to 
my dearly beloved mother, Mrs. 
John Fitzgerald, Halifax. God 
bless all! Signed, F. J. Fitzgerald, 
R.N.W.M.P.” 

The Commissioner, in his re- 
port stated, “That undoubtedly 
disaster overtook this party be- 
cause they lost the trail from 
Little Wind River. Had they had 
an efficient guide they woul 
have reached Dawson in safety.” 

Further in his report Commis- 
sioner Perry writes as follows: 

“The heroic efforts to return to 
Fort McPherson have not been 
exceeded in the annals of arctic 
travel.” 


Corporal Dempster's reports 
show that the unfortunate men 
had wasted to shadows. All 


were strong, powerful young men 
and in the best of health and con- 
dition when they left on their ill- 
fated journey. That they should 
have lost their lives is greatly to 
be deplored: It is the greatest 
tragedy which has occurred in 
this force during its existence of 
thirty-seven years. 

“Their loss has been felt most 
keenly by every member of the 
force, but we cannot but feel a 
thrill of pride at the endeavor 
they made to carry out their duty 
and their gallant struggle for their

| Wonderful Tolerance 


Will Not Interfere in American 
Affairs 


The Englishman's probverbial 
tolerance is illustrated by two in- 
,cidents this week. One occurred 
in the commons, though hardly 
mentioned in the press. Colonel 
Sir Frederick Hall, one of a little 
group of vociferous Imperialists, 
raised the question of the treat- 
ment of Haiti natives by the 
American naval forces. He pres- 
sed the government to make a 
protest to Washington. The Brit- 
ish foreign office reply was em- 
phatic: “These allegations have 
reached us, but have not been of 
such a character as to justi 
either of the steps suggested, 
namely, representations or refer- 
ence to the League of Nations of 
the whole question of American 
legislation in Haiti." Thereupon 
Hall delivered this outburst: 
“Does the minister recognize that 
the Americans take a great notice 
of what we are doing in Ireland. 
Will he tell them the same atten- 
tion should be paid in their own 
\country to what they are doing 
| themselves in Haiti?” 

Another Unionist member, 
Colonel Newman, asked: ‘‘Is it 
not a fact that this particular 
country was once a republic?” 

Neither question evoked a 
single assenting cheer, not even 
from that most pronounced of 
recent anti-American protagon- 
ists in parliament, Horatio Bot- 
tomley. 

Noting this silence, neither 
questioner thought it well to press 
the ministers for a further reply. 

A similar attitude of tolerance 
and silence is generally followed 
by ministers in parliament and in 
the press towards the repeated 
lanti-British statements in the 
' American presidential campaign. 
| Nobody says anything in public. 

Another illustrative instance is 
the MacSwiney funeral proces- 
sion. Even Unionist journals 
which hotly support the repres- 
sion of Sinn Fein, declare their 
admiration of the whole funeral 
incident. The Lord Mayor of 
Cork was an officer of the Irish 
|republic, which declared itself at 
| war with England. Yet all the as- 
sistance of the police of London 
and the civic authorities was giv- 
en to carry through a great dem- 
onstration with rebel flags and 
rebel uniforms, and the whole af- 
fair was treated with sympathetic 
human interest by the English 
people. 

The Westminster Gazette, 
which bitterly opposes Lloyd 
George's Irish policy, says: ‘“‘In 
no other capital of the world 
could a funeral pass through the 
streets under a rebel's flag with 
the body guarded by men in re- 
bel uniforms, and receive every 
mark of respect, than that from 
the London crowd which showed 
a spirit of reverence and even of 
{sympathy. If the original idea of 
, the procession in Irish minds was 
of defiance, that feeling must 
have faded away before the lifted 
hats of the spectators. The gov- 
ernment proffer of a_ special 
steamer to go direct to Cork to 
carry the body of one who died 
as a rebel against the government 
is a fine gesture." 


Another anti-Lloyd George 
journal, the Manchester Guard- 
ian, says: “If the English had 


been ashamed, they would have 
made the mourners smuggle uway 
the body quietly from the 
Thames.”
